How War May Come 
Without Action 
of Congress 


WASHINGTON, June 22. 
AR with Mexico may come 
W about without any formal 
declaration by Congress. 
While only Congress has the power 
to make such a formal declaration, 
the President has full power to 
perform acts which might bring 
about war. 

The War Department, under the 
President, gives orders to Persh- 
ing’s expedition now in Mexico. 
These orders, in the present situa- 
tion, will undoubtedly provide that 
the column of troops ghall amply 
protect itself, and this self-protec- 
tion, in case of an attack, might 
mean a virtual state of war. At 
no stage in the course of hostili- 
tiles would the American troops 
have to stop to await the authori- 
zation of a declaration of war by 
Congress.

Gomez went forward under a flag of 
truce and that before the proposed par- 
ley had begun an irresponsible soldier 
again started the machine gun fire. 
. A small detachment of cavalrymen 
charged toward Gen. Gomez and his 
party who were in the center of a field 
directly between the two commands, 
their pistol fire killing the Mexican 
leader. 

According to his story, both commands 
withdrew. The Mexican was unable 
to estimate the Mexican dead, but as- 


serted that the American dead number 
40, his statement agreeing with other 
reports, 

Gen. Francisco Gonzalez, Carranza 
commander of the military zone of the 
border, made the following statement: 

‘Immediately upon learning of the 
presence of the American troops in the 
vicinity of Carrizal, Gen. Felix Gomez 
dispatched a messenger with a request 
that the American commander with- 
draw to his camp. When the American 
troops remained motionless he sent a 
second dispatch bearer, who was fired 
upon by the American troops after he 
had delivered his message. The Ameri- 
cans immediately moved forward and 


attacked Gen. Gomez’s command. 
“All the prisoners admitted that the 


blame should be put on the American 
commander for having ordered the at- 
tack. The prisoners were sent to Chi- 
huahua City with the customary protec- 
tion.”’ 

Gen. Funston transmitted to the War 
Department the following report from 
Gen. Bell at El Paso, on the clash at 
Carrizal: 

‘Mexican Consul Garcia telephones me 
at 6 p. m. as follows: 

‘There was a Clash this morning at 
Carrizal, near Villa Ahumada, between 
Carranza and American troops, in which 
Gen. Gomez and other Mexicans were 
killed, the number unknown. Number 
of Americans killed or wounded un- 
known. | 

“Gen., Gomez sent a Captain with an 
order to the American commander to 
go back, but the Americag commander 
said he was going to Villa Ahumada 
and opened fire on the Mexican Cap- 


vate who was with him. Americans at- 
tacked Gen. Gomez, but were thrown 
back and several men taken prisoner, 
Prisoners were sent to Chihuahua. 

“Garcia says this was telephoned at 
request of Gen. Gonzales: 

“An American who was on the train 
today passing Villa Ahumada at 2:30 
said he saw several dead Mexicans put 
on his train, among them a dead Mex- 
fean General.

EXPECTEDIN STATE} 
CAMP TOMORROW 


St. Louis Regiment Praised as 
First Complete Organization | 
to Reach Mobilization Base. 


HALF ‘OF TROOPS THERE 


Cavalry, Artillery and Much of 
Infantry Still to Arrive— 
Location Good.

NEVADA, Mo., June 22.—The distine- 
tion possessed by the First Regiment, of 
St. Louis, of being the first entire regi- 
ment to arrive at the State Mobiliza- 
tion Camp here has caused much 
favorable comment among com- 
manding officers of the Missouri Nation- 
al Guard. Officers are agreed that the 
showing made by the First Regiment 
in being the first entire fighting unit to 
mobilize and establish itself at the State 
camp is commendable, and indicative of 
the organization’s fitness as a military 
body. 

About 2400 men, more than half of the 
total number of the troops expected to 
attend the mobilization camp, had ar- 
rived by noon yesterday. It is confi- 
dently expected that »sthe mobilization 
movement will be completed tomorrow, 
when the remainder of the troops, in- 
cluding Cavalry Troop B and Battery 
A of St. Locis and the greater part of 
the Second, Third and ~wz'‘ourth regi- 
ments of infantry will have arrived. 

Instruction for Recruits. 

Four companies, 371 men, making up 
a part of the Second Regiment, com- 
manded by Col. W. A. Raupp, arrived at 
camp yesterday at ll a. m. They went 
into camp immediately on arrival. 

General. orders issued yesterday by 
Brigadier-General Harvey C. Clark cov- 
ering regulations in regard to drill and 
the instruction of recruits, provide that 
recruits be instructed in such small 
numbers as will permit of the greatest 
amount of personal attention for each 
man. The order details experienced 
noncommissioned officers to instruct the 
new men as rapidly as possible. 

No officers or men will be excused 
from drill, it is announced, except on 
the presentation of surgeon’s certificates 
vouching for their disability. 

Gen. Clark issued an order this morn- 
ing requiring a daily inspection of com. 
pany kitchens by a commissioned officer 
o2 every company. Insanitary. kitchens 
will have no place at the state camp. 

The posting of the first guard detail 
took place yesterday morning, when a 
light guard of 24 men from the First 
Regiment, commanded by Lieut. C. J. 
Sodeman, was assigned to the sentry 
posts. 

The men -went into camp under the 
most favorable weather conditions. The 
day was neither too warm nor too cool. 

The camp site affords ideal conditions 
for military maneuvers. It is a tract of 
488 acres, with unsurpassed surface for 
infantry, cavalry and artillery evolu- 
tions. The site is pleasing to the eye, 
consisting of gently rolling country, 
and is naturally adaptable to easy sani- 
tation. Several brigades might be han- 
dled with ease within its bounds. 

Arrangement of Camp. 

The troops are encamped on the 
reservation in a manner similar to 
that previously used as summer in- 
struction camps. The brigade head- 
quarters of Gen. Clark have been ¢s- 
tatlished on high ground near ‘the 
center of the camp. All the enlisted 
men are encamped to the north of a 
road running the length of the res- 
ervation. The officers’ quarters, regi- 
mental and Brigade headquarters’ lie 
south of the road. The First Regi- 
ment is encamped at the western ter- 
minus of the road. East of it in order 
will come the Second, Fourth and 
Third regiments, Troop B, of St. Louis, 
three batteries of field artillery and 
the signal corps. 

Capt. Charles M. Gordon and Lieut. 
Oscar W. Hoop, U. 8. A. Inspector-In- 
structors of the National Guard of Mis- 
souri, arrived yesterday. These offi- 
cers will act as mustering officers for 
the Government and will inspect all 
troops.

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Mexican Town Opposite El F Paso Expected to 
Be Cleared of Carranza Soldiers by Night 
— Civilians Also Moving, 


EL, PASO, Tex., June 22.—Juarez, the 
Mexican* town across the Rio Grande 
from here, was more than half evacu-’ 
ated at 10 o’clock today by the Car- 
ranza garrison. It is officially reported 
on this side that three trainloads of 
soldiers had gone southward during 
the early morning, and that three more 
trains had been loaded in preparation 
for departure. 


American army officers expressed the 
opinion that evacuation would be com- 
pleted during the day, until the 4000 
Mexican soldiers ‘were beyond thé 
range of the American artillery. 

Gen. Bell, instead of going to Fort 
Bliss this morning, remained downtown, 
with temporary headquarters at the 
Toltec Club, where he lives. 


Capt. James Allison, Provost Marshal 
of El Paso, received a report from a 
Mexican sources early today that the 
evacuation was under way and that a 
train of box cars and day coaches, heav- 
ily -oaded with soldiers, some of whom 
were perched on the tops of the cars, 
had departed for the south over the 
Mexican Central line. 

Dismantling of the Mexican wireless 
station was accomplished at noon, while 
the Carranza barracks, just across the 
street from the famous old Juarez mis- 
sion, was stripped of all equipment. An- 
other trainload of soldiers left for the 
south this afternoon. 

An American newspaper man, J. C. 
Johnson of Dallaé, Tex., who reached 
here recently and was attached to one 
of the local papers, was arrested in 
Juaréz this afternoon. Gen. Bell and 
other officials immediately communicat- 
ed with the Mexican authorities request- 
ing his release, 


Johnson was released on receipt of 
the requests from the American offi- 
cials. 


Throughout the night the streets in 
Juarez were filled with cavalry men, 
a number of small detachments moving 
from the city and into the hills beyond, 
wtile others left Juarez ostensibly to 
take station at border points within a 
few miles of El Paso. However, neither 
Andres Garcia, Mexican Consul at E! 
Paso, who spent the night in the Mexi- 
can town, nor Mexican military officials 
would discuss the evacuation when 
asked asked over the telephone. 

Reports of the evacuation of towns 
held by Carranza garrisons in the terri- 
tory occupied by the expeditionary com- 
mand continued today and it was 
thought that Gen. Trevino has ordered 
the redisposition of the troops compos- 
ing the ring which has surrounded Gen. 
Pershing’s forces for some weeks, to 
offset a realignment which the Ameri- 
can commander began yesterday. Dur- 
ing the night upward of 1000 Mexicans 
crossed the border from El’ Paso to 
Juarez and today the exodus continued. 
Many of them departed immediately for 
the South, while the town itself was be- 
ing rapidly depopulated. 

Through the night a steady stream of 
wagons carrying the household gocds of 
citizens of the town poured out along 
the roads leading to the south. Whether 
the: civilians had been warned by the 
military authorities to leave the town 
could not be learned.

Berlin Reports Repulse of 
Russians Near Kovel and 
Koeki and Gain on the 
Verdun Front. 


BERLIN, via London, June 22.—The 
repulse of heavy attacks by the Rus- 
gians against Gen. Count von Both- 
mer’s forces north of Przewoloka was 
announced today by the War Office. 

The Russians were pushed further 
back on both sides of the Turia River, 
an affluent of the Pripet and further 
to the south, according to the statefnent 
and attacks on the Teutonic lines in 
the region to the west of Kolki and 
northwest of Lutsk were unsuccessful. 


LONDON, June 22.—The official gom- 
munications issued by the German, Aus- 
trian and Russian war offices all indi- 
cate that, as has been anticipated, <he 
Germans are making a determined ef- 
fort to resume the initiative lost by the 
Russian general, Brussiloff's, drive and 
create a diversion by a strong attack 
on Gen. Kuropatkin’s armies in the 
North, especially in Volhynia, on the 
Styr and Stokhed rivers, in an effort 
to prevent the Russians from receiving 
reinforcements. 

Although up to the present the Ger- 
mans are making no striking advances, 
they are clearly holding up their op- 
ponents. Most stubborn fighting, with 
fluctuating results, is proceeding around 
Gruziatyn, west of Kolki. The Ger- 
mans also are again attacking farther 
north, in the Smorgon district and the 
region of Riga. 

“The Germans are massing troops 
from all available quarters to repair 
the breaches in the Austrian defenses,’’ 
says the Petrograd correspondent of the 
Morning Post. ‘“‘From the Russian cen- 
ter, from the Balkan penifigula, from 
the Italian front and even from the 
Franco-Belgian from the German forces 
have been hurried eastward to stay 
the tide. 

The Present Russian Lite, 

“The Russian front now runs approx- 
imately from the neighborhood of Czar- 
torysk southwestward on the left bank 
of the Styr by Kolki and Sokul, then 
strikes due west across the Stockhod 
near where that river is crossed by the 
Kovel-Rovno Railway, thence in a great 
curve bulging westward and over a hun- 
dred miles wide to the neighborhood of 
Gorochoff, back to the Styr at Berest- 
cheko and thence southeastward to 
Brody, and so, nearly due south to the 
Dniester, where it begins again to bulge 
westward. The line almost reaches 
Kolomea, thence passes south to the 
crossing of the Pruth and Sereth to the 
Roumanian frontier.” 

Yesterday's Petrograd statement fol- 
lows: 

“The total number of prisoners taken 
by Gen. Brussiloff from June 2 to 15, in- 
clusive, was 3350 officers and 169,134 men. 
We also captured 198 guns, 550 machine 
guns and 189 bomb throwers, 119 artillery 
limbers, 34 searchlights and a large 
quantity of other war material.”’ 

“‘Desperate fighting continues in the 
region north of Gadomitch, on the Styr. 
The village of Gruziatyn changed hands 
several times. 

“Yesterday afternoon we entered the 
village and captured 11 officers, 400 men 
and six machine guns, but gusts of 
German artillery fire compelled us to 
evacuate the town again. 

“With furious persistence the Germans 
operating in the region of Vorontchine, 
northwest of Kiselin, under cover of 
guste of artillery fire from both light 
and heavy guns, made repeated attacks 
on the evening of June ® against our 
young regiments. Our troops by impet- 
uous attack put the Germans to flight, 
taking nine machine guns and a num- 
ber of prisoners belonging to various 
regiments. : 

Germans Put to Flight. 

“At 8-o’clock on the following morn- 
ing, in the region of the village of. Raj- 
miesto, on the Stokhod River, ‘north- 
east of Vorontschine, the enemy at- 
‘tacked in mass formation. The engage- 
ment became a hand-to-hand struggle, 
in which the Germans, unable to sus- 
tain our steady pressure, took flight, 
leaving in our hands wounded and 
prisoners not yet counted. 

“Desperate fighting is in progress in 
the region of Kiselin and further south. 

“On the extreme left wing we are 
still pursuing the enemy and have 
crossed the Sereth River." 

“On the Dvina, German artillery vio- 
lently bombarded the region of the 
Send bridgehead and northern sector 
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Wood and Chenois, in the Verdun sec- 
tor, according to the official statemenit 
issued today by the War Office. 

The Germans attacked in force on 
both banks of the Meurce, after the 
usual heavy bombardment. 
on the south slope of Dead Man Hill 
was checked by grenade detachments, 
according to the official statement. 

On the right bank of the river there 
were violent engagements west and 
south of Fort Vaux, during which the 
Germans gained a footing in a corner 
of Fumin Wood, but were immediately 
expelled. Later they returned to the 
attack, when some trenches were cap- 
tured. A German grenade assault north 
of Hill 321 was stopped by the French 
fire. 


Lightship Sunk by Mine, First One 
During the War. 
YARMOUTH, June 22.—The Corton 
lightship, which was stationed several 
miles off the English east coast, has 
been sunk by a mine, according to the 
survivors. They say Capt. Rudd, at 
the bow, sighted a mine and gave warn- 
ing. The explosion came an instant la- 
ter and the force was so terrific that 
the vessel was raised out of the water 
and completely broken up. She sanx 

immediately. 

The survivors were picked up by 7: 
fishing boat after being 10 minutes in 
the water. There was no sign of the 
captain or the other members of the 
crew. This is the first ligntship sunk 
during the war. 
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Belgians Tell of Further Rout of 
Germans in East Africa. 

HAVRE, June 22.—Further successes 
for the Belgian columns invading Ger- 
man East Africa are claimed in an of- 
ficial statement issued by the Belgian 
War Office today. The statement fol- 
lows: 

“Gen. Tombeur telegraphs that after 
beating the enemy on June 6 at Kiwi- 
tawe, our advance guard again caught 
up with the Germans on June 12 and 
forced an engagement with them on the 
road from Kiwitawe to Kitega, east of 
the river Ngokoma. The enemy was 
routed and retreated, abandoning. the 
killed on the field.

Immelmann, Noted German 
Aviator, Reported Killed. 

BERLIN, via London, June 22.—Lieut. 
Immelmann, whose daring exploits as 
an aviator have made his name known 
throughout the world, is reported to 
have been killed in a fall with an aero- 
plane. 
Lieut. Immelmann had destroyed 15 
enemy aeroplanes, more than any other 
German aviator except Capt. Boelke, 
who has brought down 18. An uncon- 
firmed report last week said Boelke had 
been killed, but this apparently was er- 
roneous. 


OCCUPYING DOMINICAN CITIES

GREEGE ACCEPTS 
ALL OF DEMANDS 
MADE BY ALLIES 


Skouloudis Resigns and for the 
Moment Hellenes Are With- 
out a Government. 


ATHENS, Wednesday, June 21, via 
London, June 22.—Under heavy pres- 
sure from the entente Powers, Greece 
has accepted without reserve the de- 
mands presented today in a joint 
note. by Great Britain, France and 
Russia. At the most critical moment 
Greece is without a Government. 

Premier Skouloudis late today an- 
nounceq to the Chamber of Deputies 
the resignation of himself and his as- 
sociates in the Cabinet and the fail- 
ure for the present to obtain succes- 
sors to them. 

M. Skouloudis refused to receive the 
latest communications from the entente 
Powers ‘on the ground that no Greek 
Cabinet existed. It was sent to the For- 
eign Office. 

The ‘people were unaware what had 
occurred until well on toward evening. 
when newspapers and handbills, dis- 
tributed broadcast, made known the text 
of the demands. 

Meanwhile King Constantine returned 
hastily to Athens from his chateau. All 
the troops in the city were ordered un- 
der arms. The Deputies were sum- 
moned to the chamber, where Premier 
Skouloudis announced that he had re- 
signed. The chamber adjourned imme- 
diately, cheering the retiring ministers 
as they left the building. 

The people of Athens remained calm 
and tal kof noncompliance with the de- 
mands of the allies apparently awak- 
ened no widespread spirit of resistance.

FRIENDS AS GO- BETWEEN 


George Von L. Meyer, Colonel’s 
Close Friend, Saw Candidate 
in Providence Yesterday.

NEW YORK, June 22, Developments 
at Oyster Bay and at Providence, R. 
I., yesterday, pointed to the likelihood 
of a meeting between Roosevelt and 
Charies BE.

They are already in communication, it 
is indicated, through mutual! friends. 

George von L. eyer, former Secre- 
tary of the-Navy, and a close personal 
friend of the Colonel, had a conference 
with Mr. Hughes for half an hour yes- 
terday in the Hope Club at Providence, 
Meyer came almost direct from the 
Colonel,, having had luncheon at Saga- 
more Hill on Tuesday. 

Part of the time United States Sena- 
tor Henry F. Lippit of Rhode Island 
was present. Although both Meyer and 
friends of Hughes insisted he had 
brought no message from Oyster Bay 
and that no negotiations are pending 
for the reunion of Progressives and Re- 
publicans, the developments at Oyster 
Bay indicated otherwise. 

Both Going to New York. 

Hughes arrived in New York today 
and Roosevelt is coming. The Col- 
onel is going direct to the Hotel Lang- 
don, where, it was announced in Oyster 
Bay, he has a luncheon engagement 
with ‘‘Progressive leaders.’’ It was an- 
nounced also that some Republicans 
with Roosevelt leanings will be pres- 
ent. 

When Hughes arrived here today, he 
went to his temporary headquarters in 
a hotel. The Republican nominee for 
President is to meet Franklin Murphy, 


1 formerly Governor of New Jersey, to- 


morrow night. As he was leaving Provi- 
dence he had a short. talk on board his 
train with Herbert Parsons, Republican 
national committeeman from New York. 

Hughes wiil remain here until Satur- 
day, when he will go to his summer 
home at Bridgehampton, L. I. He ex- 
pects to continue conferences with po- 
litical leaders during his stay here for 
the remainder of the week. 

The Colonel’s friends in Oyster Bay 


say there is'small likelihood of a meet- 


ing taking place until after June 26, 
when the Colonel’s message to the Pro- 
gressive National Committee will be 
read in Chicago. After that they say, 
he will be glad to see Hughes, but he 
is not going to pledge his active sup- 
port in the campaign unless Hughes 
openly asks for it. 

It became known, however, that the 
Colonel’s message to the Progressives 
is of a nature to be highly pleasing to 
Hughes and his supporters. According 
to the Post-Dispatch correspondent at 
Oyster Bay, the message is known to 
contain the following points: 

A strong declaration in favor of 

Charles E. Hughes for President. 

An attack on the Mexican polic¥ 
of the Wilson administration. 
A recommendation as to the future 
course of the Progressive party. 
Moosers Likely to Disband. 

The last, it is said, will, if carried 
out, result in disbanding t..e Bull Mooze 
organization. The Colonel will point 
out, it is said, that this party came into 
being for the sake of principle and not 
of party aggrandizement, and that the 
great principles for which it has stood 
—Americanism and preparedness—have 
been adopted by the Republicans. 

The message, the Post-Dispatch cqr- 
respondent is informed. has been sub- 
mitted for criticism to the chief na- 
tional leaders of the Progressives, ahd 
in some cases they have made sugges- 
tions which the Colonel] has adopted.

AT BROWN UPON 
AMERICAN SPIRIT 


Says It Is to Be Fed in Class- 
room by Men Who Believe 
in Something. 


GETS BIG OVATION 


Nominee Later Confers With 
Von L. Meyer, Fresh From 
Meeting with Roosevelt. 


PROVIDENCE, F lL, June 2.— 
Charles E. Hughes, Republican presi- 
dential nominee, yesterday told the 
graduating class and alumni of Brown 
University that the American spirit. was 
not to be fed in the classroom by such 
nice balancing that conviction was noto- 
rious by its absence, but was to be ex- 
pressed by men who have thought it 
all out and finally. believe in some- 
thing.’’ 

“And in that spirit and conviction lies 
our manhood,” he continued. ‘This is 
not a political occasion, but it is only 
fair that I say this informal word to 
you: I had never expected to be in this 
position. I dreadeti the responsibilities, 
for I know full well the problems that 
are before us. I know full well the 
problems that will confront us in Amer- 
ica after this war shall end. I know 
all the constructive power we possess 
must be drawn upon to meet them, and 
I am here with such powers as I pos- 
sess, to be placed, if they are desired, 
at the disposal of our country.”’ 

Before making his address the nomi- 
nee had list-ned to a speech on “The 
Spirit of America,’’ by Secretary of the 
Interior Lane. Mr. Lane said that sad 
lugubrous declarations in New England 
newspapers that Americans were losing 
their national spirit, and becoming soft, 
self-satisfied and weaklings,’’ had pained 
him; that the Anerican spirit of 
achievement was as sreng today as 
ever and that there had been no weak- 
ening in national spirit or lowering of 
national ideas since the birth of the re- 
public. 
of thought. 

Had American Spirit. 

“TIT am here,’’ he said, “as a member 
of the class of "8a class once called 
the smallest and sorriest in college. We 
did not have in those days the things 
you have now. We did not have a 
swimming pool, a gymnasium, magnifi- 
cent dormitories. I don’t believe we had 
a whole pane of glass in most of our 
dormitory windows. Why talk about the 
American spirit—that’s what kept us 
warm. That’s what kept us alive. That’s 
the reason we are here.

this afternoon. 
“When I come back to Brown, I am 


not thinking of buildings as my shrine. 
I am thinking of men, college men, 
warm blooded, true-hearted American 
men, having freedom of speech and 
freedom of discussion, men having the 
capacity of democracy to deal with 
problems which our democracy is now 
facing and must settle.’’ 

Mr. Hughes’ address, interided for the 
men of Brown University, was devoted 
almost wholly to Brown traditions and 
to recalling incidents of 3 years ago 
when he attended the university. 

‘IT merely want to say this informal 
word to you,” he said, ‘“‘That as an 
old graduate, for I am here only in that 
character, I wanted a draught from the 
old spring before I plunged into the 
fight.’’ 

The nominee, not on the program as 
a speaker, was called from his seat in 
the body of the audience to the platform 
after the last set speech.. He had been 
cheered and lionized all day by alumni 
and when he led his class into the big 
tent on the campus to hear the closing 
exercises, the crowd roared. 

The classes of Brown, past and pres- 
ent, rose one by one and gave him their 
favorite college yell, the ‘‘Long Brown.” 

The class of ’76, a handful of grey- 
haired men, led off and the big class 
of ’07 was the last. Led by a lithe cheer 
leader, who seemed all arms and legs, 
the undergraduates boomed out a noisy 
welcome to ‘‘Charlie eee 


“Only a Brown Boy 
He came to the platform coat more 


applause after President Brown of the 
Alumni Association had recommended 
the marine’s creed to mind his four I's 
—lead, log, latitude and lookout—to 
Hughes of °81. 

His face was wreathed in smiles; he 
took a few steps to the platform and 
held out his hand for silence. 

“T am simply a Brown boy trying to 
do his duty,” he said, and the crowd 
Lroared again. Again and again the 
nominee repeated in substance that he 
had not come to speak to them as a po- 
litical standard bearer, but as a grown- 
up college boy, home on a vacation, 
Then he spoke of the American spirit.

MISSOURI MOOSE 
THREATEN 10 GO 
OVER 10 WILSON 


Leaders Throughout State Resent 
Attempt to Deliver Vote to 
Republicans. 


The Progressive party leaders through- 
out the State, in letters to the party 
organization in St. Louis, declare that 
uhless the Progressive National Com- 
mittee at its meeting in Chicago next 
Monday selects a pew candidate for 
President to lead the organization, they 
will vote for Woodrow Wilson. 

With almost unanimous voice the 
party leaders from nearly every county 
in the State bitterly resent the Roose- 
velt plan to deliver them to Hughes. 
The party leaders assert there are 50,000 
Progressives in this State who will vote 
for Wilson and the Democratic State 
ticket if the national committee, follow- 
ing the leadership of Roosevelt, orders 
the abandonment of the Progressive 
party. 

A canvass of the county and district 
chairmen and secretaries of the State 
has been made by the Bull Moose or- 
ganization to determine the attitude of 
the party in this state with respect to 
what should be done in Chicago next 
week. Some of the national leaders, 
notably Gifford Pinchot, have also in- 
terested themselves in finding out how 
the Missouri leaders feel toward what 
is apparently the Roosevelt plan to de- 
liver the Progressive vote to the Re- 
publican party. 

Perkins May Control, 

The Missouri leaders are almost con- 
vinced that Roosevelt and George W. 
Perkins will be able to control the na- 
tional committee when it meets Monday, 
and will be able to carry their plan to 
break up the Progressive party. But 
they are relying upon such leaders as 
Gifford Pinchot, Victor Murdock of 
Kansas, chairman of the National Com- 
mittee, and Gov. Johnson of California 
to make a fight for the Progressive 
party, and if they should find themselves 
in control of the committee, it is prob- 
able that Gov. Johnson would be se- 
lected as the presidential candidate. 

The bitterness of the Bull Moose lead- 
ers of Missouri toward Col. Roosevelt, 
for four years their hero, is almost in- 
wonceivable. They are now accusing 
him of having no sincerity in his recent 
political aftivities, as.far as the Pro- 
gressive party is comcerned, and charge 
that his only purpose was to head back 
to the Republican party. 

Harrison County Progressive leaders. 
in letters to the organization, stated 
that if Col. Roosevelt attempted to de- 
liver the Progressives to Hughes at least 
three-fourths of the Progressives of 
that county would vote for Wilson. 
The same report was made from Hick- 
ory County, while from Warren Coun- 
ty the report was that practically the 
entire Progressive vote would go to 
Wilson, because the Progressives would 
rather help the Democrats than to line 
up with the old guard—Penrose, Barnes, 
Smoot, Crane and the others—who put 
over the Hughes nomination at Chi- 
oago. 

The Macon County leaders reported in 
favor of continuing the Progressive 
Party, but said if that could not be done 
they were for Wilson. Reports of the 
same tenor came from Laclede, Lynn, 
Cape Girardeau and many other coun- 
ties. 

Whether the Progressive State tickct 
continues in the field in Missouri will 
depend largely upon the action of the 
national committee.

BELLEVILLE GETS A CHURCH 
BELL CAST IN FRANCE IN 1741 


Relic Presented by King Is Shipped 
From Kaskaskia to Bishop Alt- 
hoff for Safe Keeping. 

One of the oldest church bells in the 
United States, presented in 1741 by the 
King of France to the “Church of Ili- 
nois,"’ was shipped by express yesterday 
‘to Bishop Althoff of the Belleville Cath- 
olic diocese. It will be kept at Belle- 

ville as a relic. | 

Father Grootens, pastor of the Cath- 
olic church on Kaskaskia Isiand, near 
Chester, Ill., sent the bell to Bishop 
Althoff for safekeeping. The relic will 
be returned every few years to Kas- 
kaskia Island so that residents may 
view it, and then will be sent back to 
Belleville. The intrinsic value of the 
bell is perhaps $150. It was cast in brass 
and silver. 

The bell was shipped from France in 
1741 to New Orleans and brought up the 
Mississippi River to Kaskaskia in 1742. 
It was used on the old Kaskaskia 
church until about 1866, when the old 
structure was partiy torn down. For 
years the bell laid in weeds, almost for- 
gotten. A few years ago it was placed 
fin the bottom of the belfry of the new 
church.

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“TRL OF ORPET 


Prosecution Announcés She Will 
Not Appear for Either 
Side. 


WAUKEGAN, Ill, June 22.—Miss Ce- 
leste Youker, the young schoo! instruc- 
tor whose testimony was expected yes- 
terday to conclude the evidence of the 
State tn the trial of Will H. Orpet for 
the alleged murder of Marion Lambert, 
his former sweetheart, will not take the 
stand for either side in the case. This 
was announced early today upon the 
authority of the young woman herself, 
and State’s Attorney Dody said she 
would not be called. It had been stated 
previously that she would appear on the 
witness stand for the State at yester- 
day's session, but other matters took up 
the Court and jury’s time. 

These consisted principally of evidence 
relating to what were said to have been 
confessions mage by Orpet during his 
confinement in the Waukegan jail and 
argument of counsel concerning certain 
letters which Orpet wrote to the dead 
girl during a period of nearly a year. 

The State is ,expected to conclude its 
evidence today. 

The motion -which counsel for Orpet 
will make to have the case taken from 
the jury, will be based largely on the 
alleged incompetency of much of the 
State's evidence. 

The motion will be made as soon as 
the last witness for the prosecution has 
been heard. The attorneys, James H. 
Wilkerson and Ralph ¥F. Potter, will 
move that the following be stricken 
from the record as being incompetent 
and imamterial in relation to the charge 
of murder: 

1, Orpet’s reported engagement to Ce- 
leste Youker. 

3—-The presence of cyanide of po- 
tassium in the ash heap where it is 
alleged to have been thrown on orders 
of Orpet’s father four days after 
Marion's death. 

&—Testimony as to foot prints in 
the snow leading away from Marion’s 
body, 

4—Testimony of the two telephone 
operators who said that they over- 
heard Orpet talkin® to Marton on the

BERLIN, June 2%, via Amsterdam, 
June 22.—That Russia’s offensive in 


1 East Galicia and Bukowina has gotten 
i “stuck"’ and the advance of the numer- 
Tically overwhelmingly superior Russian 


armies has come to a standstill, is the 
opinion in governmental circles. 

This beli@f is based upon thé reports 
received yesterday and today from Aus- 
trian general headquarters. - Without in 
any way underestimating the political 
effect of what is characterized as the 
‘temporary Russian succéss’ or its 
moral influence in encouraging the pub- 
lice of France, Italy or Enegiad, Ger- 
man circles profess to have felt no rea! 
anxiety and declare that strategicaliy 
the results would prove of comparative- 
ly little value to the Russians. 

As one high officer put it, “‘It’s de- 
cidedly annoying, but by no means trag- 
ical in its bearing upon thé general 
campaign in the East.’ Operations, I 
understand, are under way from the 
German side to counter the Russian 
movement. 

No Fear for Lemberg. 

Lemberg, I was told, was not regard- 
éd as being in danger of recapture by 
the Russians. 

There are no foreign correspondents 
with either the Austrian or the German 
armies engaged in the Galicia and Bu- 
kowina struggle. The German and Aus- 
trian correspondénts who have gotten 
somewhere near the battle scenes con- 
tinue describing the terrible onslaughts 
of the Russian masses, in waves from 
eight to 15 deep. 

It is asserted that at some points of 
the attack upon the Austro-Hungarian 
liné the Russians had a superiority of 
five and sometimes 10 to one. 

The statement was made to me by 
an important Russian at Christiania 
on Saturday, that Russia now has 
more than 11,000,000 well-equipped 
soldiers under arme. 

All reports indicate that the effect of 
the Germans taking an energetic hand 
in the fame is already making itself felt 
upon the Russian advance, which, while 
perhaps not yet actually stopped, is be- 
ginning to falter at a number of points. 

Linsingen Checks Russians, 

Gen- von Linsingen, in the battles of 
the 15th to the 18th, not only appears 
to have thoroughly at least checked the 
Russian forward movement on his front, 
but at some places forced a retrograde 
movement upon them. Linsingén's 
pressure is countéring heavily upon the 
Russian wing. 

Iinsingen has advanced on the line 
between Viadimir-Volhinski and Wutsk, 
from Boronzowicz to Cholinowka. His 
advance guard is now eastward of the 
lakes and by Szczurin and Jasianowka. 
The Russians across the Doresino Creek 
tributary of the Stokhod, flowing north 
parallel to the Styr and 15 miles west 
of it). 

The turning point of this new line is 
near Novémosor. In this movement 
Linsingen took 3600 Russian prisoners. 

The “seesaw tug-of-war” game in the 
east has again given the Russians pos- 
session of Czernowitz. This city has 
changed administration, alternately 
Russian and Austro-Hungarian, more 
often than any other town of equal im- 
portance in the war. The eccentrié Rus- 
Sian artillery fire is described as hav- 
ing been so terrible that it Iiterally 
swept the Austro-Hungarian positions 
away. Rather than expose the town to 
the destructive Russian artillery, the 
Austro-Hungarians declare, they evacu- 


jated. 


Pressure Nieerenned on Center. 

Gen. Bruassiloff appears to be increas- 
ing his pressure on thé center of the 

middle sector, but this movement is ap- 
parently being strongly affected by the 
counter pressure of the Germans against 
the Russian line in the northerly part of 
Volhynia. 

The next days should develop how far 
the Russians will be able to carry out 
théir plan of a concentric offensive for 
the possession of Lemberg, the capital 
of Galicia, which was retaken from the 
Russians last June. Strategically, the 
present Russian successes can be said to 
be only of practical value and real im- 
portance if Brussiloff is able to follow 
them up and attain Lemberg as a goal; 
otherwise the Russian movement has 
merély political and moral importance, 
but comparatively little military value. 

Gen. Brusiioff appears to be.the first 
Russian strategist who has proved him- 
self Worthy of the mettle of the Ger- 
man Strategists. Overconfidence on the 
part of the comrfiander of the Austro- 
Hungarian army on the sector first 
crushed by the Russians, together with 
failure to know what the Russians were

The tastes and foibles of the mon- 
strous hippopotamus, the fads and whims 
of the delicate giraffe, the illnesses and 
eccentricities of the writhing boa con- 
strictor and even the idiosyncrasies of 
the rhinoceros—animals which the city 
zoo has not, but hopes to have—have 
stirred up a fuss in the St. Louis Zoo- 
logical Society and in the Zoo Board of 
Control. 

Whether Hippo should take medicine 
out of a spoon or a bucket and whether 
'Mme. Boa Constrictor’ should have her 
sore fang treated or be allowed to suffer 
and probably die are not the direct is- 
sues in the controversy, but such ques- 
tions have been raised in connection 
with the proposed appointment of a su- 
perintendent of the zod. 

One Man Resigns. 

Because the majority of Zoological So- 
ciety directors favored passing. over 
Martin Angermeyer, for 18 vears head 
animal keeper at the zoo, and employ- 
ing an out-of-town expert to fill the new 
office of superintendent, Robert H. Kei- 
ser, a member of the Zoo Board of Con- 
trol, resigned from the Zoological So- 
ciety. Now George E, Dieckman, presi- 
dent of the Zoo Board of Coiiiroi, de- 
clares that the Zoo Board is in sympa- 
thy with the plan favored by the Zoo- 
logical Society directors and that it will 
ask Keiser to resign from the board un- 
less he voluntarily quits it. 

The office of superintendent of the 
zoo was created two years ago but has 
never been filled. It pays $200 a month. 
Angermeyer, the head animal keeper, 
who receives $100 a month, has been vir- 
tually in charge of the zoo and Keiser 
thinks he is entitled to promotion to the 
‘better-paying job. 

Experienced Man Wanted. 

That is where the rub comes. Dieck- 

an says Angermeyer is a good man, 
but that he has had no experience in 
carying for such animals as the hippo- 
potamus, rhinoceros, giraffe, elephant, 
boa constrictor and others which the 
Zoo Board hopes to acquire. 

“Those animals are too expensive to 
experiment on,’’ Dieckman said. ‘The 
Zoo Board could not accept as a gift 
a hippotamus, because we have no one

“The boa constrictor, a snake that 
weighs when grown about 20 pounds, is 
subject to canker in the mouth, caus- 
ing it to refuse to eat. The only way to 
save its life is to overpower it and stuff 
food down it. Dozens of guinea pigs 
are tied together with a string and 
forced down the animal’s throat. In 
the meantime the canker must be cut 
out of the snake’s mouth—a very dan- 
gerous operation. There is not an ordi- 
nary veterinary surgeon anywhere who 
would know how to go about it. Only 
a man who has had years of training 
with such animals could do it.” 

- Hitred “Jim’s” Keeper. 

Dieckman said that when the Zoo 
Board bought the elephant, “Jim,” with 
the school children’s money it was nec- 
essary to employ the elephant’s old 
keeper, because there was no one at the 
zoo qualified to feed and doctor ele- 
phants. He related an incident in 
‘‘Jim’s”’ life since she has been ‘here, 
which, he said, would have caused the 
whole city a lot of worry if it had not 
been for ‘“‘Jim’s’’ experienced keeper. 

One night ‘“‘Jim’’ devoured eight feet 
of rubber hose. One of the attendants 
caught her in the act as the last foot 
went down. The keeper was told of it, 
but he said it wouldn’t hurt her, and 
it didn’t. But for the keeper, Dieckman 
said, ‘‘Jim’’ might have been killed by 
veterinaries trying to ‘“‘save’’ her.

_ The apparent hopelessness of peace with Mex- 
‘ico does not lie so much in Carranza’s attitude as 
in conditions across the border. Carranza did his 
worst when he refused to co-operate with Ameri- 
can troops to put down banditry and protect Amer- 


6° lican lives and property on both sides of the boun- 


dary; and whey he incited suspicion and hostility 
on the part of Mexicans towards the United States. 
His best cannot undo this folly, . 

Carranza is probably powerless to stop the move- 
ment he started. His change of attitude might 
retard, but could hardly avert, the inevitable re- 
sult. No matter what he did, conditions would re- 
main the same and our duty to suppress crime and 
anarchy would remain. The reports of clashes 
are to be expected and at any moment war may 
be opened by Mexican troops or the disorganized 
forces that the de facto Government has been as- 
sembling, arming and inciting against the United 
States. 

We have laid our hand to the plow in Mexico 
and must finish the furrow. We have undertaken 
the work after long forbearance and it must be 
completed. We should do it patiently, devotedly 
and generously. It is a pathetic struggle, in which 
a distracted people, the victims of ambitious and 
greedy leaders, are forced into a hopeless con- 
flict. We can only prove our high purpose by 
bringing order out of chaos and trying to place 
the feet of the Mexican people in the path of peace 
and progress. 

Surely in this difficult task the American peo- 
ple should be a unit. All parties and elements 
should rally to the support of the Government in 
work which has been forced upon us and which 
can be accomplished thoroughly only by harmo- 
nious effort. Partisanship exceeds the limit of 
decency when the political opponents of President 
Wilson, who denounced his patient forbearance 
and “watchful waiting,” now assault him for un- 
dertaking the task to which they have been trying 
to drive him. 

Te only alternative to the President's policy 
was intervention. When the President is com- 
pelled to accept the alternative by the pressure of 
unavoidable events, surely the time has come for 
the substitution of patriotic support. for partisan 
criticism.

After a campaign of Instruction perhaps unex-

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USES FOR RETIRED OFFICERS, 

The offer of retired army officers to train the 
local Officers’ Reserve Corps suggests a way to 
meet the problem of supplying officers for training 
camps. It is announced that on account of the 
need of officers for army duty in Mexico, the Gov- 
ernment cannot supply the camps. Camp Benja- 
min Harrison, in Indiana, the only midwest camp, 
has been abandoned. 

Many retired army officers are capable, physical- 
ly and mentally, of good work. They are pecu- 
liarly well fitted to instruct and drill recruits and 
are subject to call by the Government. 

These army officers can be utilized not alone for 
training purposes, but for many duties in con- 
nection with the army. While they may not be 
sent into the field of action, they can do excellent 
work in army organization places now filled by 
younger and more active men. Why waste so 
much excellent material? .« 
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CUBA IN THE NEUTRALITY ROLE. 
Bound by ties of gratitude with the United 
States and by ties of race and language with 
Mexico, Cuba announces that it will maintain 
a strict neutrality should war come between this 
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| country and .Carranza’s partisans. 

Mexico has negligible naval strength and only 
& small merchant marine. Accordingly Cuba 
need have no fears that her citizens lawfully on 
neutral liners will be slaughtered in submarine at- 
tack. Probably she will not incur great provo- 
cation through the opening of her mail bags 
in transit on the high seas nor suffer heavy 
losses in the holding up of her ocean commerce. 

But will the citizens of each of the possible 
belligerents domiciled in her territory associate 
themselves for unneutral advancement of their 
respective national interests? Will an American- 
Cuban vote make promotion of Washington’s 
cause a test of Cuban national policy and a Mex- 
ican-Cuban vote make promotion of Mexico City’s 
cause a test of such policy and will both threaten 
political reprisals? Wéill Cuban industries be en- 
dangered by bomb plots? 

Perhaps Cuba does not know it, but she is 
mapping out a most difficult and thankless role 
for herself in proclaiming a faultless neutrality.

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JUST A MINUTE 


SOCRATES ON HUGHES. 


WAS over at the agora last night, as I always 

am on Wednesday night, and there was a feeling 

that I ought to say something about Hughes. 
Some of those present thought justice had not been 
entirely done that gentleman, and everybody seemed 
to think it would be a good idea for me to explain 
just what his relation to the campaign is. I was glad 
to do that for two reasons: First, because nothing is 
to be gained by being unfair to Hughes; and, second, 
because, in my opinion, we have too good a case 
against him to prejudice it with a bad one. I, there- 
fore, went to the platform, and as nearly as I can 
repeat myself, I said this: 

Justice Hughes is, first of all, a very excélient and 
high-minded man. He was quite within his rights 
and the proprieties in becoming a candidate, and his 
whiskers are not an issue in the campaign. (For the 
discomforture of those who insist upon making his 
whiskers the issue, I wish to say that he might at any 
time shave them off, leaving that part of his enemies 
issueless.) Nobody doubts his ability. 
doubts his Americanism. Nobody doubts his com- 
plete freedom. I am against him because he has be- 
come the instrument with which evil and unpatriotic 
interests hope to revenge themselves upon Wilsonus 
for having done right. It is not the fault of Hughes 
that the political support of those interests is 


thrown to him. He may be unsympathetic with. 


them. But we nevertheless cannot afford to let them 
triumph through him over the country’s insistence 
that we. shall have but one flag. We hear it said 
that this is unfair to Hughes. Why is it unfair?

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GERMANY CAKNOT 
WIN WAR, SWEDISH 
TRADE PAPER SAYS 


aw 


Declares Food Question Is More 
Serious Than Is Realized; 
Vegetable Shortage Vital. 


STOCKHOLM, June 22.—The Swedish 
trade journal Affaesvarten, representing 
the best business interests in Sweden, 
prints a remarkable editorial comment- 
ing on the war, in which it says it is 
time for the Swedes to realize that the 
outcome cannot be favorable to the Cen- 
tral Powers. 

The food question, says the newspaper, 
will decide the war, and it declares that 
the bad situation in Germany is respon- 
sible for the ‘“‘reckless offensive at Ver- 
dun and the recent attempt to win a 
naval battle.’ 

Some Things Germany Lacks. 

“The food situation in Germany is 
bad,”’ the article says, “and much worse 
than the Swedish people generally think. 
Swedish conceptions as to how peace will 
be concluded have not taken sufficiently 
into consideration the importance of the 
campaign of starvation against Ger- 
many. 
"The idle Powers cannot obtain a 
peace advantageous to them. It is said 
in a long German article regarding the 
central disposition of food ,that the 
butchers are unable to supply more than 
one-third the normal quota and that 
Germany in the very near future must 
feed her people chiefly on vegetables. 
Even if it is possible to train the pop- 
ulation to a vegetable diet, this cannot 
be done unless there is plenty of bread, 
butter and eggs, turnips and such other 
vegetables, but none of these, not even 
potatoes, can be had im the quantities 
the people require them. Especially 
there seems to be a lack of bread, 
beans, peas, butter, eggs, rice, oats and 
all the nourishing vegetables. As a 
matter of fact, there is greater lack of 
these than of meat. 

“According to an article, in the Ber- 
lin Boursen Courier, a large number of 
housewives in cities cannot get suffi- 
cient food for their families and conse- 
quently central kitchens are the last 
resort. It is obvious that such a state 
of affairs cannot go on, year after 
year. 

“Reason for Reckless Offensive.” 

“It is in this condition that we have 
the nearest reason for the reckless of- 
fensive at Verdun and the main attempt 
of an offensive at sea. It may seem 
out of place to discuss these things in 
a business paper. but the subject is one 
of the decisive issues of the war and all 
Lusiness speculation must adapt itself 
to the outcome of the war.” 

Swedish business interests are gener- 
ally supposed to be friendly to Ger- 
many, as for many years trade with 
that country has outweighed that of 
any other, and this Article in the rep- 
resentative trade journal warning busi- 
ness men as to the outcome of the war 
is regarded here with much interest.

ARMY FULLY EQUIPPED FOR 


WAR, A- HIGH 


OFFICER SAYS 


Has Large Quantities of Supplies on Hand, and 
Arrangements Made for Future 
Needs, He Deelares. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., June 22.—A high 
army officer is authority for the state- 
ment that operations in Mexico will not 
be delayed by the lack of ‘‘the sinews 
of war.” He declared that factories 
were in a position to keep supplies com- 
ing as fast as needed. He pointed out 
that the Government had taken the pre- 
caution to make large preliminary pur- 
chases, as well as to increase the output 
of its arsenals. Vast quantities of am- 
munition and supplies are already in 
storage in Mexico and at points near 
the border. These are considered suffi- 
cient to start the regular army and the 
organized militia in a general campaign, 
and sources of replenishment of supply 
are open. 

During the three months American 
troops have been in Mexico such im- 
provement has been made in the army’s 
organization and equipment, according 
tv officers here, that it is far better pre- 
pared for war than at the time of the 
Villa raid. 

Great Transport Betterment. 


The greatest forward step has been 
made in the transportation department. 
When Gen. Pershing started his pursuit 
of Villa March 15, the quartermaster 
corps did not have a single motor truck; 
now more than 500 machines are in 
service. 

These trucks are of a heavy build, 
capable of carrying loads of from one 
and a half to three tons. All of them 
are in use along the border and in sex- 
ico, and arrangements have been made 
with factories for an additional supply. 

Prise only have the ruck been used to 


carry supplies, but they are employed 
to move troops when haste is required. 
Experiments have proven that entire 
regiments can be moved in trucks much 
more rapidly than cavalry can operate. 

Motor transportation also has been 
extended to other branches of the 
service within the last three months. 
Automobile ambulances have been 
secured, big water tanks for the sup- 
pty of troops moving through barren 
country have been mounted on trucks, 
and Gen. Funston has secured 
armored motor cars on which machine 
guns are mounted. 

All of this equipment is either al- 
ready in use or instantly available. 

Guns on Motor Cycles. 

A large increase has been made in 
the number of motor cycles in use by 
the army. Some of these machines 
are of special construction, with ma- 
chine gun attachments. 

The beginning of the campaign in 
Mexico showed the need of high-pow- 
ered aeroplanes and those of the old 
type have been discarded for power- 
ful planes of the late design. 


These machines are at Columbus 
and will be sent into Mexico as soon 
as new propellers have been provided. 

The long stretches of territory to 
be covered in Mexico have led to 
marked betterments in the field wire- 
less equipment and “buzzer” telegraph 
lines. 

The latest acquisition is a consign- 
ment of strong searchlights to aid in 
finding the foe in night engagements, 
espécially in the thick brush.
